| point of history, and had paused a moment after 
lanswering my question as to what the great 
| Issue of the campaign -is. He continued: 

; ‘Lf don’t Iike to draw distinctions between 
; groups of classes of my fellow countrymen, but 
{it must be evident to everyone that. there are 
‘two very sharply contrasted ideas of govern- 
‘ment in this country. One is that only these 
;are qualified to direct the government who have 
been in a large way of business, a success: and 
{that the only safety for the country is in con- 
| stituting such persons trustees of the prosperity 
; of the rest, leaving it to their generosity and 
— of their advantage to share their material 
success to a certain extent with those whose 
| interests they profess to be safeguarding. 

“This has been so patent in the matter of the 
|tariff as to be almost amusing, the idea there 
{having been that if a few privileged manufac- 
‘turers and investors were allowed to write the 
‘tariff schedules they would see that the rest of 
: the population” profited by the results without 
increasing: wagés overmuch or letting the power 
jthat comes with success spread to too large a 


“I am willing to believe that these people have 
deceived themselves, but I am also very confi- 
dent that they. have deceived nobody else, and 
that the country now understands very clearly 
that in the election of this year we are to de- 
cide whether we will resume government under 
guardians or continue government by public 
opinion. 

Meaning of Republican Bitterness 

“I say this very deliberately and without any 
desire to impugn the motives of those who have 
represented and advocated the older ways of con- 
trol of the people’s affairs; and yet, in view of 
the uhprecedented bitterness of the present cam- 
paign and the apparent recklessness in the state- 
ment of fdct and motive, I cannot avoid the im- 
pression that some unhandsome passion underlies 
the present struggle of the Republican leaders for 
office and power. They are evidently after some- 
thing other than the approval of public opinion. 
They manifest a personal eagerness and passion 
which it is difficult to associate with disinterested 
-views of public policy or with any calm and just 
consideration of the interests of the nation as a 
whole.”’ 

It is impossible to talk with the President about 
the coming: election without being senseful of the 
fact that he is greatly distressed by the character 
of the campaign which Mr. Hughes has allowed 
the Republican managers to wage against him. 
Mr. Wilson has been shocked by the methods of 
his opponents, but nothing could induce him to 
depart from his determination to appeal to the 
people solely on principles and performance and 
to refrain from anything that might savor of per- 
sonal aspersion. The President has never made 
any direct answer to Mr. Hughes’ attacks, and yet 
such atiswer would often have been the easy way 
of bringing discomfiture to the Republican can~ 
didate. 

Wilson’s Views of Presidency. 

Tt is interesting to point out Mr. Hughes has 
taken the same position with regard to the pres-

Mr. Wilson believes that the Président ofthe 
United States should be the poltical Teader of the 
party in power and should not only make recom- 
mendations but should bring every legitimate in- 
fluence that he can command to bear on the Con- 
gress to get the recommendations through. The 
duty laid ujea him by the Constitution to propose 
“such measures as he shall judge necessary and 
expedient” entails, in his judgment, the obliga- 
tion td omit no legitimate effort to see that his 
recommendations are enacted into law. 


Guided Solely by Public Opinion. 

The President has been greatly amused at some 
of Mr. Hughes’ statements. When Mr. Hughes 
said it was absurd to predict that the success 
of the Republicans would lead to invisible gov- 
ernment because he (Mr. Hughes) was known 
to be opposed to invisible government, Mr. Wil- 
son could have pointed out that it is true that 
Mr, Hughes as Governor of New York was op- 
posed to invisible government, but it beat him. 
The President would not be charging that Mr. 
Hughes wanted that kind of government. He 
would be charging that we would have it, that 
the forces which wanted it would lick Mr. 
Hughes to a standstill—particularly if he was 
going to be merely the executive head of the 
Government—-exactly as they. did .when Mr. 
Hughes was Governor of New York. 

I asked Mr. Wilson whether,: when action 
rest of public opinion; in other words, whether 
public opinion was the star by which he guided 
his course. The President said: 

“Public opinion—the will of the people—is 
certainly the standard by which I have sought 
to be guided, though, every man who tries to 
lead a party or promote a policy must realize, as 
I have realized, how difficult it is to be sure that.

“I have always thought it safe to proceed upon 
the assumption that the people would not wish

“I can illustrate the idea best by an example. 
I was perfectly confident when Congress was in 
the earlier stages of discussing the program of 
preparedness that the people of the country 
wanted the nation to be prepared to meet any 
emergency, whether of action or of self-defense, 
but I.fotnd many of my associates in Washing- 
ton questioning the approval of public opinion 
for a program as extensive as that proposed.

Won Middle West Over to Preparedness. 

“I therefore went out and spoke in a number 
of cities of the. Middle West for the purpose of 
Stating just what I understood the dangers and 
necessities of the present situation to be, so far 
as the United States was concerned, and what 
measures I thought ought to be taken to meet any 
possible emergency, and the things that I expected 
happened. Such opposition to a program of pre- 
paredness as there had been disappeared the mo- 
ment the people .knew the real situati6n and 
the actual proposals, and before my trip was 
over I felt that I could go back to Washington 
and state with confidence that the people ‘of the 
Middle West were in favor of preparedness. ._When 
I did get back to Washington I found it was not 
necessary to state it because it had already be- 
come evident to the people who had thought 
the contrary.” : 

If President Wilson is worried over the outcome 
of the election he does not show it in the least. 
Attired in a natty business suit of drak gray 
serge, he looked younger than he did two years 
ago, and he has put on weight. 

There is a geniality about the President’ that 
wins instant sympathy. All the glory and. the 
glamour of bis high office are veiled : but not 
Ploaked by a very unostentatious bearing and 


I asked Mr. Wilson whether his-expertence dur- 
ing the past four years has strengthened his faith 
in democracy. He replHed: 

"My faith in democracy has been strengthened 
by many things and’ from more than one quarter. 
! am convinced that only governments initiate 
such war as the present and that they are never 
brought on by peoples, and that, therefore, democ- 
racy is the best preventive of such jealousies and 
suspicions and secret intrigues as produce wars- 
among nations where small groups control rather 
than the great body of public opinion. 


“And take what has happened on our side of 
the water—we may well be proud of it. We have 
had a splendid exhibition of the self-possession 
of a great people in the midst of all sorts of provo- 
cations an‘ anxieties and sudden-changes. We 
who have faith in democracy may well be proud 
that the people of the United States have shown 
extraordinary capacity to distinguish between the: 
big essential things and the details, however la- 
mentable and irritating, do not constitute the es- 
sence of the situation. 

“And this faith in democracy, this inspiration I 
have received from the people, has extended al] 
through the executive departments and made ours 
more truly a government by the people. I think 
thagwhole Cabinet has felt the influence of public 
Opinion as directly and as sensitively as I have 
tried to feel it and d think I can say with con- 
fidence that there never has been a time in the 
history of our country when the executive depart- 
ments of the Governfhent were more immediately 
responsive to the influence proceeding out of the 
body of the people themselves than they are now. 

“This has been particularly evident in the re- 
sponse, for instance, of the trade to the commer- 
cial needs of the widely separated portions of the 
country, and in- its. close contact with the smaller 
panking committees and the communities where 
every-day enterprise was in need of redssurance 
and occasional] assistance. Again. take for ex- 
ample the extraordinary response of the Agricul- 
tural Department to those needs of the farmers 
which apparently had before received no attention 
at all, such as disseminating information about 
markets and organizing access to those markets 
by the farmers. 

“The whole process has illustrated a very note- 
worthy and interesting fact, that stimulation and 
development come from outside the Government 


rather than from inside the departments. It is|y 


a striking fact that the improved agricultural 
methods which have been promoted by the agents

Never was there so much misrepresentation 
and unfounded abuse of a President who has 
served the people well as in the campaign now 
drawing to a close. The people have been flooded

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HUGHES AND WAR. 

In his speech at Albany, under the auspices of 
‘William Barnes, Mr. Hughes made this state 
ment to his audience: 

There never has been a time, perhaps, in 
our history when it was easier to keep the 
American nation out of war than during the 
last few years when every nation in the great 
strife abroad desired our friendshjp and would 
not by reason of any assertion of our just 
rights forfeit that friendship. 

If Mr. Hughes believes that statement, he is 
incompetent to be intrusted with the foreign 
affairs of the United States.” ‘To put such power 
in his hands would be like intrusting a loaded 
revolver to an unsuspecting child. If he does 
believe it he is a candidate under false pre 
tehses who has forfeited any just claim to public 
confidence. 

In April, taneeh H. Choate, former American 
Ambassador to Great Britain and one of the 
ablest of living Republicans, issued a protest 
against the nomination of Mr. Hughes for Presi- 
dent, in which he said: 

Justice Hughes has never .had any expe- 
rience in foreign affairs which most critically 
involve our national honor and safety. 

In every speech in which he fefers to foreign 
affairs Mr. Hughes proves that Mr. Choate was 
right 

When this war began it was a war between 
Austro-Hungary and Servia. Since its com- 
mencement ,13 other nations have been drawn 
into the maelstrom of slaughter.

Whether the United: States or any other im- 
portant neutral can keep out of this war until 
the end is still problematical. Nobody knows 
what one day may bring forth. Yet Mr. Hughes 
tells the American people “There never was a 
time,. perhaps, in our history when it was easier 
to keep the American nation out of war,” be 
cause everybody loves us. 

There is no calamity that might not over- 
whelm the United States with such a man in the 
White House and the stronger the’ possibility 
that Mr. Hughes believes what he says the more 
dangérous the situation would be. Men who

Russia Is Germany’s Hope. 

Russia is the German hope; Italy the 
German dipassointment in the war. How 
far their hope will materialize I cannot 
say: what I can say is that the, hope 
is vital and one that is being freely 
mentioned in private official discus- 
sions. And if nothing should come of 
it at this time, it will reappear at the 
ond of the war—if there be a Germany 
‘eft to call it forth again—when the 
Germans see themselves, allied with 
Russia against the world. 

The fourth “way out"’—the Jiberaliza- 
tion of the German Empire—is, in the 
eyes of the allies and the neutrais, the 
avenue most likely te be traveled by 
the peacemakers. It.is the one that 
most deeply impressed itself upon me 
when, as a trained reporter, I tested 
its strength and availability among the 
Teutons. 

It is.a subject that Germans speak 
of with feluctance—to most of them it 
is a reform to be avoided at this time, 
not because it lacks virtue (except for 
a few, all I spoke with welcomed the 
thought), but because it would seem to 
have been forced upon them by the al- 
lies and would, therefore, if instituted, 
take on the nature of an allied victory. 

When they do speak of this phase 
they always preface their words with 
a statement that, it is to come after the 
war, but from expressions made to me 
by the biggest men in Germany, sup- 


purted by indirect statements from the 


highest in that land (about which I 
have written in the third of this series); 
it is safe to say that the element of 
time is not unchangeable, and that, be- 
fore long, the agitation for the erection 
of a responsible popular Government 
will break out and will lead to an end 
of government by divine right, which 


now exists, since the Chancellor is re-’ 


t» the Kaiser—and the Kaiser owes re- 
sponsibility, he says, only to his God 
sponsible, not to the Reichstag, but only 
and his conscience. 

This Goes not mean, im wey opinion, a 
revolution or a dynastic 
from my observations I was led to be- 
lieve the change would come as a social 
evolution, with no disorder and with 
no change fn the ruling house. Ger- 
many is a sincere believer in the mon- 
archic system, and rightly or wrongly, 
she prizes the Hohenzollerns’ devotion 
to the empire too highly te dethrone 
them. 

In all my investigations I discovered 
no evidence of a weakening of the Kal- 
ser's hold upon the people, nor did I 
find, as certain highly placed officials 
tn England believé, that there is a readi- 
ness to remove the impérial crown from 
the Prussian house and give it to that 
of Bavaria; Saxony or Wurttemberg. 

Germany, as Hindenburg said a few 
weeks ago, has a brilliant military posi- 
tion, but fs withoug prospects. He 
might hive added that today despera- 
tion finds more room in her heart than 
hope finds lodging there, for bold, cour- 

;ageous, unflinching, determined as the 
Germans are ,there is little hope to feed 
upon in the face of the attitude of the 
allies and their plodding insistence in 
fighting on long after the German mill- 
tary experts have assured their people 
that strategically and tactically the 


| enemies’ plans were futile and unsound. 


And this. lack of a national hope is 
‘accentuated when the Germans consider 
the first two of the four “ways out.” 
Such hopes as still remain of an out- 
come that shall lie elsewhere than in the 
conquering of Germany by the allies or 
the defeat of the allies by Germany are 
to be found in the third and fourth ave- 
nues I have outlined. 

When the Germans talk of a new 
alignment of the world powers and 
epeak of Russia as fighting with them, 
they talk also of Japan as their acces- 
sory. For months now the political 
censors have permitted no unkind word 
to be said about Japan. On the con- 
trary, such references as have been 
made have always brought out the fact 
that Japan is now assuming a negative 
position in the war. 

It is an accepted belief in Germany, 
so I found, that Japan and Russia have 
reconciled their differences, and that 
their futures are bound together, and 
to this future there are many Grmans 
who believe their country wil) be a 
contributory factor. . 

Many of the German intellectuals, 
such as Prof. Delbrucek, Alfred Loh- 
mann, Herr Ballin and others, who 
have always stood for a rapproach- 
ment with England, now believe that 
such a course will be impossible for 
many years to come, and that therefore 
Germany will be forced into an alliance, 
for military. and commercial reasons, 
with two nations with which she has 
little of common cuiturel interest. As 
one leader of German thought phrased 
it to me, an alliance among Germany, 
Russia dnd Japan will be a “Dreibund of 
discontent.”” But from such an alliance 
they see great possibilities In that Ger- 
many will contribute leadership and 
system, Russia resources and power, 
and Japan adaptability and bold enter- 
prise.

"The Mayor's wing of the party is not 
eager to have the brother-in-law of Jep-

This is miore espe- 
clally true since it is an open secret in 
Republican circles that it is the inten- 
tion of the Howe faction to have a 
grand investigation of all the mu- 
nicipal offices if Jones should be elect- 
ed. The Kiel-Schmoll faction has not 
forgotten that during the four years 
Jones was Circuit Attorney, from 1909 
t6 1913, Howe's alleged influence over 
Jones not only caused them numerous 
political troubles, but was the source of 
so much criticism and comment that 
the party organization was split wide 
open, and there was continuous party 
hickering.

Postmaster Purdy’s desk and al) 
available space in tis office bear evi- 
dence of the fact that the petticoat 
seekers are not disposed to sleep on 
thelr rights. They want their dimes 
back. They seem te think that the 
postmaster is in position to walk 
across the floor of his office, non- 
chalantly pick up the letters asked 
for and promptly return them.

Big. Democratic Meeting at Coli- 
seum Tomorrow Night—-Tons 
of Literature Circulated. 


The Democratic and Republican 
campaign managers, according to 
long established custom, yesterday is- 
sued forecasts on Tuesday's election. 

Ed. A, Glenn, campaign manager of 
the Democratic State Committee, said 
to a Post,Dispatch reported that Wil- 
son would carry Missouri by not less 


than 60,000. He believed, he _ said, 
that the President’s majority over 
Hughes would be considerably more 
tuan 60,000. The entire State ticket, 
Glenn said, would be elected by not 
less than 40,000. 

T. W. Hukriede, chairman of the 
Republican State Committee, said he 
Was certain Hughes would carry the 
State, and that Judge Lamm would be 
elected Governor by 25,000. 

“I will make this further predic- 
tion,” Hukriede said. “Hughes will 
carry Speaker Clark’s district. I 
notice that Chairman Cowgill of the 
Democrati¢ State Committee, says 
that the Democrats will win by the 
old time majority.

Although the United States has produced 
no Beethovens and Wagners; I feel it 
the duty of a conductor to make avail- 
able to the public the best work being 
done here. 

“At the first concert a symphonic 
suite, ‘The Sphinx,’ by Samuel Bollinger 
of St. Louls, will be played, because this 
composition won first prize in the or- 
chestral division of the St. Louis Art 
League's eontest last year. The works 
by Weidig and Kelly have been men- 
tioned.

Talks on “Encore Evil” 
Zach expressed vigorous convictions on 


the impropriety of permitting soloists at 
symphony concerts to give an unlimited 
number of encores, or, in fact, any en- 
cores at all, and gaid that since he can- 
not at present abolish the “encore evil,” 
he would try to abate it by the new 
policy of placing soloists at the end of 
the concert, where any recall numbers 
they may earn will not disrupt the con- 
tinuity of the program. 

“I feel strongly,” he said, “that St. 
Louls would be a better recital town if 
music lovers here were not accustomed 
to get a symphony concert and a recital 
all in one. By permitting extra num- 
bers, the publio’s Interest In an artist's 
performance is satiated, instead of being 
merely whetted. What is the use of 
maintaining an expensive symphony or- 
chestra if it is.only to provide a frame- 
work for piano and violin recitals? 

“I féel that the conductor of the 
New York Symphony Orchestra was 
guilty of a breach of ethics at the 
concert in St. Louls last season, when 
Josef Hoffman was suffered to give a 
half a dozen encores in the middle of 
the concert. Dr. Damrosch would 
never havé permitted thie in New 
York. I was at one of his concerts 
in that city last spring, when Mischa 
Elman received eight recalls, but 
there was never a thought of his giv- 
ing an encore, After all, the purpose 
of a symphony orchestra is to giv 
orchestral concerts. : 

“Yet, as the encore habit is too 
firmly established to be uprooted at 
once, the expedient will be adopted 
this year of placing soloists at the 
ond of the programs, where any en- 
cores they will give will not inter- 
fere with the unity of the concert as 
planned by the director. Among those 
who will be thus placed are Godow- 
sky, Zimbalist, Hoffman, Gogorza, 
Yaaye, Gluck and Hempel. In case 
the soloist has two appearances on 
the program encores will be permit- 
ted only after the second.” 


Novelties for Season. 
Among the novelties which, Zach 


has obtained for the season are 
Franck’s “Les Eolides,” Lalo’s “Le Roi 
ad Ys," Enesco’s “Rumanian Rhap- 
sody” and Kallinikow'’s Second Sym- 
phony. It will be recalled that this 
composer’s First Symphony was pre- 
sented by Dr. Damrosch and: was pop- 
vlariy received. Zach promises that 
the Second Symphony will be even 
more acceptable, it being strikingly 
Russian in national type. 

That the classics will not be neg- 
lected is shown by the fact that the 
prcerams include Beethoven's over- 
ture to “Hgmont,’ his Seventh and 
Righth Symphonies and his “Emper-

McCormick prophesied that 30 states 
surely would be Democratic. He claimed 
nine more, with 52 votes, as probably 
Democratic, and classed three with 4 
votes as doubtful. Willcox gave no de-

President next Tuesday by a popular 
plurality and a majority in the electoral 
college,”” said McCormick in his state- 
ment.

The Post-Dispatch, in addition to its 


f-ee election bulletins at the Coliseum 
and at its new building at Twelfth and 
Olive streets, ‘Tuesday night, has ar- 
ranged a signal system ,whereby nearly 
from Kirkwood and St. 
Charles to Alton, Belleville, East St. 
Louis, Tri-cities and Belleville and 
from the northern to the soythern lim- 
its of the city, can learn the result of 
the national election as soon as it ir 
decided. 

Electric Nights in homes and 
street cars will flicker otit once 
and come on again if t 
Wilson has been re-elected. If 


Hughes is elected the lights will 
flicker out three times, 


Simultaneously factory whistles 
in selected districts will an« 
nounce the result—one continucus 
blast for 30 seconds if Wilson has 
gained the verdict at the polls, 
and six short, distinct blasts in 30 
seconds if Hughes wins. 


This sytem of signals has been made 
possible through the co-operation of 
public service corporations and private 
factories. The Union Diectric Light and 
Power Co., through its general manager, 
A. C,. Binstein, and the Laclede Gas 
Light Co., through its general manager, 
C. L. Holman, have agreed to operate 
it with all the electric lights controlled 
by them. Richard McCulloch, presi- 
dent and general manager of the United 
Railways, has agreed to see that the 
signals are flashed in the street ‘cars. 

The factories which will give the 
whistle signals are divided up into dis- 
tricts, there being at least one whistle 
which can be heard throughout each 
district. The concerns which have 
promised to give the-signals are:

Myers Tobacco Co., Tower Grove and 
Folsom avenues; Scullin & Gallagher 
Iron Co., Tamm and Manchester ave- 
nues; Laclede-Christy Clay Products 
Co., North and South road; St. Louis 
Gas Co,, Shrewsbury Station; Christy 
Fire Clay) Co., Morganford road and 
Juniata street; Stifel Brewery, Mich- 
igan and Gravois avenues; Whitman 
Agricultural Co, 6900 South Broadway;

Board yestewday expressed disappoint- 
ment at the Police Board’s failure to 
shift patrolmen. He said ,this would 
have prevented the domination of po- 
licemen by “‘ward heelers.”’ 


Several cases of registration which 
the Election Board investigated yester- 
day_and pronounced as suspicious, were 
referred to Circuit Attorney Harvey.

GOVERNMENT GIVES REASONS 
FOR GROWING RYE ON THE FARM 


Treatise on Subject Being Distributed 
to Farmers Who Ask 
for It. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—The tendency 
in the last few years towards the spread 
of rye culture in the United States has 
led the Department of Agriculture to 
issue a treatise on the subject which 
has just been published and is being dis- 
tributed to farmers asking for it. The 
United States last year produced its 
record crop of rye, harvesting 49,000,000 
bushels. 

American production is only three per 
cent of the world’s production, The de- 
partment experts point out that there 
are many excellent reasons for growing 
rye on the farm even though in most 
localities it is less profitable as a grain 
crop than wheat. Rye is hardier and 
can therefore be grown as a winter 
grain in cold, exposed places. It will 
do well on sandy, poor, or acid land 
and may be sown later than wheat, It 
is attacked by fewer insects and dis- 
eases thhn wheat, produces a valuable 
straw, requires.less fertilizer, and being 
earlien is bette? as a forage crop. 

In some sections production valve per 
acre from rye actually exceeds that of 
wheat. This was true In the five-year 
period from 1910 to 1914 in South Caro- 
lina, Alabama, Texas, Minnesota, North 
Dakota and South Dakota’

His Way Through Dense 
Clouds Into Sunlight. 


HE HAD TO STOP TWICE 


Says He Will Leave Chicago at 
6 A. M. Some Day and 
Lunch in New York. 
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NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—Victor Carl- 
Sstrom’s own story of his aeroplane 
flight from Chicago to New York is 
printed in the Times, under whose aus- 
pices he made the trip. Carlstrom, who 
departed from Chicago Thursday morn- 
ing and reached New York yesterday 
forenoon, had intended to come through 
without a stop,: but was compelled by 
trouble with his machine to come down 
at Erie, Pa., and again at Hammonds- 
pert, N. Y. He flew from Hammonds- 
port to New York City yesterday morn- 
ing, 315 miles, at an average speed of 
13; miles an hour. The part of his 
story which deals with that portion of 
his flight follows: 

“IT went up and flew right along and 
here Iam. It would have been a cinch 
to have made the flight without a stop 
if it hadn’t been for that confounded 
nut that put my machinery out of order. 
Some day I’m going to leave Chicago at 
6 o’clock and have lunch in New York 
at noon. I can do it, too. This flight 
proved it. 

‘We've got a little speed scout about 
half. the size of my big plane, and .if 
they give me that I’ll’come a-humming. 
Look at the way this big boat acted; 
never a bit of trouble except that nut, 
And maybe it wasn’t rough in. spots. 
Why, it tossed me around enough al- 
most to make me seasick. 


7 Hard Place to Fly. 

‘The ground between here and Ham- 
mondsport (N, Y.) is about the worst 
I know to fly over. There was no place 
to make a landing, a lot of hills to cre- 


ate contrary air currents, and, at night, 


a mass of lights that would make it im- 
possible for anyone to tell where he 
was. If it hadn’t been for that I'd have. 
come through Thursday night. 

‘T spent the night in/the Curtiss Club 
in Hammondsport, and, with a couple 
of fellows, motored out io the aviation 
field where I'd left the machine staked 
out the night before. It was cold and 
dark, and it was 6 o'clock before dawn 
broke, and a cold, gray dawn it was. 

“It had rained and even snowed a 'lit- 
tlé the night before and I began to think 
I was going to have a bad day for the 
end of my trip, but I was determined to 
finish it Friday. The motor was cold, 
It took a lot of valuable time to crank 
it, but. we finally got it going, and it 
was 6:35 when I atartnd out of the 
field. 

“The field lies Soticabai some hills, 
ana when the wind is wreng it’s 
quite a job to get out of it. This 
amorning there were heavy black 
clouds hanging low over the ground, 

there was a lot of wind in them. 


as I got up’ a little way that it was 
rough going. It wasn't especially 
dangerous, but it made me work 
harder. 

“Near Elmira I ran inte a tank of 
cleuds. It was like flying through 
dirty milk. Take the densest fog you 
ever saw and it isn't half as dense as 
a cloud. It’s damp and _ cold, and 
you haven't the slightest idea of di- 
rection. I kept steering by compass, 
and my sense of.balancing,.told me 
when I was flying parallel to the 
ground, 

“The map I carried showed the line 
I proposed to follow marked in red 
ink, depicting a few milés of the 
country on both sides of this line, but 
there it ended. Ifa flyer got enough 


: miles off his course the map wouldn't 


be any good to him, for it wouldn't 
show him the part of the country he 
war over. 

“IT decided to rise abové the clouds, 
but after I'd mounted for a couple of 
minutes I realized that the bank must 
be 7000 or 8000 feet deep, maybe more, 
and the only thing for me to do was 
to sink below it. It brought me 
pretty close to the ground, too close 
for comfort, for I wasn't more than 
500 feet above the hilltops. 

Clouds Cold and Damp. ; 

“All this time ft was cold and 
damp. I ran into the sun‘near Port 
Jarvis. The edges of a cloudbank are 
just like an icé-covered pond when 
spring arrives and the ice begins to 
melt away, first in little rings here 
and there over the surface. Near the 
cdges the cloud begins to grow thin. 
Pretty soon there are little holes 
through which the light comes 
stronger.

HE large industrial corporation is 
today by far the most efficient 
organization, in spite of the in- 
efficiency forced upon it by the 
political government. It is still 
very.crude and imperfect in many 
respects, and especially is it still 

greatly deficient in the social relations within 
. the organization and toward the general public. 
’ But assuming the corporation united within it- 
- gelf, and public sentiment sufficiently educated 
te step political government from its disor- 
~~ ganising activities, nothing would stand in the 
way then of organizing an efficient system of_ 
co-operative industrial production, not by some 
man’s superior Organizing power, but in the 
natural trend of industrial development. 

With the absorption of smaller corporations 

by larger ones, and consolidation into still 

larger corporations, the development proceeds 

until the industry is organized in one or s

tien, on prices, policies, etc. Executive com- 
mittees with their members chosen from dif- 
ferent industries take care of the co-operation

classic age or the feudal age of human society, 
and not self-destructive by its own success, as 
was the individualistic age.

Popularly Elected Tribuniciate. 


UT who guarantees that the industrial 
government remains commensal and 
that the higher officers do not develop 
imto an oligarchy, a patriciate or no- 

bility; exclude all individuals from the lower 

ranks, however competent, from the higher of- 
lces.and reserve the offices.for their own de- 
seendanis, no matter how incompetent? Espe- 
cially great is this danger with ihe financial 
power, as financial power is not inherently con- 
structive, like industrial power. ‘Thus such in- 
dustrial government, based on the development 
of the corporation, is not by itself entirely safe 

' against abuse drifting in and destroying its ef- 

ficiency and thereby endangering its existence. 
There must be an inhibitory power outside of 

the industrial government; a power not organ- 
ized for constructive administration and execu- 
tive work, not capable to do such work nor per- 
mitted to do it, but invested with an absolute 
veto to stop any action of the Industrial Senate 
which is against the public interest—a TRIB- 
UNICIATE., 
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OW would the officers of such national government by the co-opera- 
tive organization of the industrial corporations be chesen? By 
popular election? Imagine the chief engineer of a manufacturing 
company elected by the majority vote of all the employes! Or 

the general manager, or the comptroller, or chemist, or bacteriologist, the 
mathematician, or designing engineer! Not one-tenth of the employes 
are engineers and therefore capable of judging on engineering qualifica- 
tions, and their vote in electing the chief engineer would mean nothing; 
the elected officer would almost certainly be incompetent for his work, and 
the same applies to every other profession. Thus, where professional 
qualification is required by the office, popuiar election is impossible. 

Should the industrial officials, then, be appvinted? But who appoints 

the appointer? Herein Hes the weak point of the method-of choosing 

olicers by appointment; fit is seo easy to abuse it for personal purposes, 
for private or particularistic interests, te select from a narrow circle of 
personal er political friends, to abuse it for paying political or private 

@ebdts. Thus neither majerity election ner appeintment is capable of 

giving efficient qualifed officers such as are necessary in the complex 

structure of modern industrial civilization. 

There remains a third method—to have the officer elect himself for 

the office, or, as we usually say, “rise from the ranks.” It is the method 

which has been so successful in the modern industrial corporations, es- 

- pecially in the office force, and has given it the efficient, centralized, and 


The constructive activities of our industrial 
commonwealth require professional qualifica- 
tions for their direction and economic efficiency 
thus demands an organization which reasonably assures professional qualifi- 
tations. There are, however, questions of general policy which have nothing 
te do with professional qualifications where the decision dep@nds on the 
personal preference, but is dictated by no economic law, and requires no 
special experience or knowledge. Such would, for instance, be the ques- 
tion whether the increasing efficiency of industrial production should be 
utilized by increasing the standard of living, or by reducing the time of 
work, or by both; and this question the unskilled laborer can decide just 
as efficiently as the corporation president, as it is merely a question of 
personal preference. Such matters, therefore, must be decided by ma- 
jerity vote ef all the citizens, and cannot safely be left to an Lndustrial 
Senate or other professional body without endangering the nation.

In the natiunal government by the co-operative erganization of cor- 
porations, there could thus be no election of officers, nor appointment, but

E following story supplies many interesting de- 
tails of the Scott South Potar expedition which 
heretofore have never been touched upon, the 
ordinary person being familiar only with the 
tragic fate of Capt. Bcott and four of his men. The 
author of the book from which the story was taken 
was a member of the expedition and was intimately as- 
sociated with Capt. Scott during the long Antarctic 
night while the explorer was waiting for the time when 
he could make his dash for the pole. 
66 OWERS was last to leave. His pony, 
Vietor, nervous but set vicious, was 
goon in the traces. I ran to the end of 
tke cape and watched the little caval- 
cade—already strung ont imto remote 
units—rapidly fade into the lonely 
white waste to southward. That even- 
ing | had a chat with Wilson over the telephone from 
the Discovery Hut—my last communication with those 
five gallant spirits.” | 

Thus does Griffith Taylor, geologist with Capt. Rob- 
ert Falcon Scott's south polar expedition, tell in a book 
which he has just written of his last glimpse of the 
sturdy Englishmen who fought their way to the pole, 
only to suffer the cruel disappointment of learning that 
Amundsen had already been there, and to perish miser- 
ably on the return trip when within only 11 miles of 
their supply depot. 

The world knows the story of that terrible return trip 
—how Seaman Evans suffered concussion of the brain 
in a fall and died, leaving the remaining four with their 
morale badly sha!.en; how, when at last a raging bliz- 
zard imprisoned them in their tent with their last rem- 
nants of food and fuel, the heroic Oates, feeling that he 
was a drag on his companions, remarked that he was 
“eoing out and wight be gone for some time,” walked 
into the blizzard and perished, and how Capt. Scott, 
keeping his diary until his mumbed and weaxened fin- 
zers could hold a pencil no longer, paid a final tribute 
to his conrpanions in the words, “had we lived I should 
have had a tale tc tell of the hardibood, endurance and 
courage of my companions which would have stirred the 
heart of every Englishman.” Taylor, however, im his 
bok, “With Seott: The Silver Lining,” (Dodd, Mead 
& Co.) gives an intimate picture of the movements 
and accomplishments of the men of the expedition with 
which the world is not so familiar, it lacking the elements 
of heroism and tragedy supplied by the fate of Seott 
and his men. 

Misfortune began overtaking the expedition before 
Scott’s ship, the Terra Nova, reached the polar regions. 
For two days the vessel was buffeted about by a ter- 
rific storm; the pumps became clogged und refused to 
work. Day and night, in two-hour shifts the crew and 
members of the expedition 
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and he was separated from firm ice by two feet of water. 
“He did not stop to finish that picture!” says Taylor. 

A similar incident -eccurred wheh Taylor, who was 
commander of Capt. Scott's western expeditions, and 
his men were on their journey. A mentber of the party 
called his attention to something biack sticking up in 
the ice just ahead. 

“We had noticed an unusual creaking sound,’ he re- 
lates, “which I put down to ice crystals falling, but this 
strange object demanded investigation. I ran forward a 
little and the black spike was obviously the back fin 
of a killer whale. The creaking was really a warning 
that the bay ice was on the move. Meanwhile the ice I 
was on moved off with a jolt, a2 mark of attention from 
the killer which’ we did not appreciate. However, I 
jumped the three-foot crack which resulted and we 
hastened to the fixed ice nearly two miles south.” 

What life in the Antarctic wastes is like when one is 
on the “trek” and far from the base, is graphically de- 
scribed by Taylor in the experiences of members of the 
party which vistted Cape Crozier and ran into rough 
weather, He says: 

“Cherry staggered in looking like nothing human. He 
had on a big noseguard covering all but his eyes, and 
huge icicles and frost stuck out like duck’s bills from 
his lips * * Blizzards held them up off Mount Ter- 
ror. They spent three days building a stone igloo and 
pitched the tent to leeward. A tremendous blizzard came 
up and blew the tent away. The temperature was down 
to —77 degrees Pabrenheit. Their sleeping bags froze 
stiff and they couldn't roll them up, while Cherry's was 
too big and never thawed except where he touched it; 
moreover, they tore badly when they were getting into 
them. 

“On ‘their return they could only make one mile on 
the first day, and Birdie (Bowers) went down a cre- 
vasse to the length of his harness. They managed to 
get him up by a bowline on the Alpine rope. On the 
last three nights Cherry said that no one slept. They 
used to doze on the march and over their meals, but 
were too cold in the bags. On emerging from their tents 
they had to be careful to hold their heads, as they 
would bear them later, for their clothes froze and held 
them like a coat of mail.” 

Atkinson, surgeon of the expedition, nearly was lost 
when he went out into the Antarctic night im a howling 
blizzard to read the meteorological instruments. When 
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he had been missing an hour Capt. Scott ordered out 


search parties, one of which found him several bours 


later, dazed and badly frostbitten. He had not been far 
from the hut, but his view had been entirely cut off by 


the swirling snow and he had lost his direction. 


Always plentifully supplied with provisions when on 
an exploring trip, the men, however, varied their diet 
of pemmican and biscuits occasionally by killing a seal 
and extracting the liver, which Taylor declares provides

When he returned home on his last 


_ visit nine months ago, he had been dec- 


orated for bringing down a German 
plane. But he earnestly told his friends 
he was not fighting Germans as Ger- 


mans. “There are 20 Americans fn the 


French Fiying Corps,” he said, “and 400 
fin the Foreign Legion, and I do not be- 
lieve that one of them is fighting Ger- 
mans. What we are fighting is mili- 
tarism.” 

As a boy Prince attracted considerable 
attention as a pglo and tennis player, 
and at 15 years of age he was dfstin- 
guished as the youngest automobile 
driver'in Massachusetts. He wasn't quite 
25 years old when he first became inter- 
ested in aviation, through his friend, W. 
Sterling Burgess of Marblehead, whose 
family had for years been known as ex- 
pert yacht builders, and who had become 
interested in manufacturing aeroplanes. 

In 1910 Burgess organized a flying 
camp on Plum Island, and Prince spent 
much of his time there. He did not 
then attempt to fly. but he learned everr- 
thing about the niéchanies of the planes, 
amd often sat in the machine, with the 
motor running at low speed, and practiced 
manipulating the controls. A year later 
at the Wright school near Augusta, ap- 
peared a mysterious personage calling 
himeelf “George H. Manner.” A reporter 
from Boston one day was surprised, when 
an aeroplane came down from a trial 
flight. to discover that “George H. Manr- 
was no other man than Norman 
Prince, son of one of Boston’s leading 
citizens and grandson of' F. O. Prince. 
former Mayor of Boston. Prince also 
recognized the reporter and took him te 
one side. : 

“See here,” he said, “I'm sorry you} 
saw that. My folks don’t knew I’m fiy- 
ing. My father had forbidden me to fly. 
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I wish you would keep it quiet. You 
don’t have to print that, do you?” The 
reporter replied, that it was his melan- 
choly duty to inform his office of what 
he had seen. 

“That's too bad,” said Prince. “When 
my folks find it out my father’ll make 
me cut it out and go to Chicago.” 

And so it proved. The newspaper 
printed the story, and Prince went to 
Chicago to establish a law practice. He 
did no more fiying for quite a while. In 
1912, when the aeroplane race for the 
Gordon Bennett Cup was to be held in 
Chicago, Jules Vedrines came over to 
win the trophy for France. Prince 
gathered enough money to have a fast 
monoplane built. He hired an aviator 
to fly it, but the machine was so fast— 
a regular mankiller—that the profes- 
sional backed out. Then Prince an- 
nounced that he would fly the devil-plane 
himself, and physical force had to be 
used to keep him from doing it. So 
Vedrines took the cup back to France, 
from which it had been won four years 
previously by Glenn H. Cartiss. 

A few months later, Prince appeared 
at the Burgess camp and demanded per- 
mission te rent an aeroplane. He said 
he had bet $125 with a friend that, al- 
though he had never flown in a Burgess- 
Dunne machine, he could make a 
straightaway flight on the first trial. 
The throttle worked in the opposite di- 
rection from that Prince had been used 
to. Yet he made the flight, landed with- 
out disaster and won the wager. 

A few days after that, Prince went 
out with Clifford Webster, a professional

To cool this, some large pan should be used, the bot- 
tom of which should be greased well with butter or 
lard and sprinkled lightly with flour. This will prevent 
its sticking to the pan: When it is cool enough to 
handle it should be pulled thoroughly either on an im- 
provised hook which can be made out of a large spike 
or nail or horseshoe, or it can be pulled by hand. 

In some of the following formulas of candy, -hard 
butter Scotch, peanut, etc., the pan to cool the candy 
should be prepared as above. 


A FIRST CLASS FUDGE. 
3 lbs. light brown sugar, yellow, 
1 Ib. corn syrup, 
1 1b. unsweetened condensed milk, 
One-half 'b. water, 
4 ounces utter. 

This must be boiled upon a medium fire and should 
be stirred constantly until -it reaches the “medium ball 
“stage,”” when tested in coldywater. After taking from the 
fire with a small vooden paddle or a large spoon, rub 
the candy vigorously against the side of the pan. After 
rubbing a few minutes in one place you will notice the 
candy where you are rubbing will be lighter in color than 
the rest of the batch. You should move your spoon or

on ihe sides of the pan it will be short and grainy. 

lt should then be flavored as desired or nuts may be 
added, as you ; lease. If you want to make chocolate 
fudge, cut up fine about a-quarter pound of chocolate, 
bitter preferred. Stir this in thoroughly and it is 
ready to be taken out of the pan when it is of such a 
corsistency that it will not seek’ its own level. In other 
words, it should be so thick that you may have to roll 
it down a rifle with a rolling pin to make it smooth on 
top. To pour this out, take a piece of cleah paper about 
18 inches square, oiled thoroughly with butter; pour the 
candy out upon this and in 30 or 45 minutes it will be 
ready to serve. 


FRENCH NOUGAT OR DIVINITY. 

First beat the whites of five eggs very stiff. When you 
begin to beat the eggs place in another pan two pounds 
sugar, one pound corn syrup and about three-quarters 
pound of water. Stir thoroughly until dissolved and 
when it starts to boil wash down the sides. Now have 
the eggs beaten very stiff in another pan. When the 
candy is cooked to a “hard ball,” set it back upomthe 
fire and with a dipper or cup pour a very fine stream 
about half the size of a lead pencil onto the beaten 
eggs. At the same time keep stirring the eggs round and 
round briskly, 

After pouring about one pound of the syrup the pan 
should be moved forward on the fire and cooled to a 
“first crack.’”” Take off the fire and pour very slowly into 
the eggs, meantime keeping the eggs stirred briskly. 
After all tlfe hot candy has been added, it should be 
stirred constantly for about 10 or 15 minutes, then mix 
in about one pound of. shelled nuts, walnuts, almonds 
or any kind desired; flavor with about two tablespoons 
of vanilla. This is now ready to pour and should be 
molded in a five-pound candy box, either of wood or 
cardboard. It should first be lined with clean paper, not 
oiled; after it has set for a few hours it can be turned 
out of the box. The paper should be wet with & clean 
rag and in a few mirutes it will come off readily. Your 
nougat is now ready to cut. 


ji SOFT BUTTER SCOTCH. 
2 lbs. light brown sugar. 
1 lb. glucose, 
1 can unsweetened condensed milk, 
- 1 Ib. water. 

Stir this constantly until it gets to the “hard bal!” 
stage, then add four‘ounces good butter. Continue cook- 
ing and stirring until it cooks to a “first snap.” Take 
off-the fire, add one-half ounce of salt and two table- 
spoonfuls vanilla.

1 lb. sugar, 
1 lb. glucose, 
One-half Ih. water. 

Place upon the fire and-stir until it begins to boil, 
wash-down the cide of the pan and when it has reached 
the “soft ball” stage ad@ to the boiling mass one pound” 
or one and one-halt pounds of shelled peanuts raw, the 
Spanish variety preferred if obtainable. This should be 
stirred constantly very slowly and boiled on a medium 
fire. If the fire is too hot the candy will be inclined to 
burn. The fire can be modified or the pan moved back 
a trifle. This candy should be cooked to the “hard 
crack.” At this stage it will be of a good amber color 
and the peanuts will- be thoroughly roasted. In fact, 
shortly before the candy reaches the “hard crack’”’ stace

The War an Inevitablé Catastrophe. 


E are forced to realize that we stand before 

one of those inevitable catastrophies in the 

* history of the human race, that we are pass- 

_ ing through one of those historical epochs 

which have changed the organization of human society; 

an epoch like that which, beginning in the August 

night of 1789, with the declaration of the rights of 

man, Liberty, Fraternity and Equality, and ending on 

the battlefield of Waterloo, changed the world from 

feudalism to industrial capitalism, or that earlier epoch 

of the migration of the German tribes, which buried 

the classic civilization of ancient times under the ruins 

of the Roman Empire and established the feudal so- 

ciety'of the Middle Ages; or that still earlier epoch be- 

fore the dawn of history, when the Aryan migration 

énded the neolithic age and laid the foundation of 
classic civilization. 

In the early days of the French Revolution it was 
France alone against the world. Then France showed 
that a nation, inspired by a single great and progres- 
Prussia and 
Austria were humiliated, and under Napoleon the les- 
son was taught to the world that there is nothing sacred 
or superior in royalty, and kings and rulers were made 
and unmade at the whim of the country lawyer’s son, 
the Emperor Napoleon. The Russian, winter—not the 
Russian army—broke the spell of victory of France, 
and on the battlefield of Waterloo France was finally 
conquered. But not so the new idea. The defeat of 
France had become possible only by the adoption of the 
new ideas of liberty and individualism, for which 
France had fought.” Thus, while France was defeated, 
the ideas which France had given to the world con- 
quered. 


Triumph. of German Socialism. 

| HE development of Germany during the individ- 
ualistic era was dominated by two features— 
the late arrival of capitalism, and the early 
arrival of the socialistic movement. Industrial 

capitalism in Germany became victorious a generation 

later, while a powerful Social Democratic party made its 


appearance in Germany a generation earlier than in any 


other nation. The result was that before the conflict be- 
tween capitalism and feudalism was ended, capitalism 
had already to meet the attacks of socialism, and as the 
result, in Germany industrial capitalism Was “in reality 
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conciliated and attached to the monarchy, and 
deprived of its revolutionary character, became an evo- 
lutionary party, grew to be the largest and most power- 
ful political party, with 6,000,000 votes, and by its de- 


Thus by effective and libefal governmental old-age 
insurance, sickness insurance and unemployment insur- 
ance, the three great fears which hung over the masses 
in all other countries, were eliminated; extreme poverty 
vanished, slums disappeared, and the condition of the 
masses became superior to that in all other countries, 
even in America, where the neglect of social legislation 
is gradually making itself felt now. The outWerd sign 
was the disappearance of immigration from Germany, in 
spite of the rapidly increasing population; the inward 
evidence the absolute unanimity with which the masses 
led by the Social Democratic party, stood back of the 
Government in the present war. 


England’s Economic Existence Menaced. 


ORPORATE organization of the industries was as- 

( sisted and pushed, often to the extent of the 
Government or the Emperor personally partici- 

pating financially. The industrial organizations 

were encouraged to expand and combine, considilation of 
corporations into syndicates and trusts assisted by the 
Government and even enforced—as in the potash syndi- 
cate—but at the same time an effective supervision and 


close control of the corporations and trusts established’ 


to safeguard the people against any possible abuse of 
corporate power. . 

The result was that the antagonism of the masses 
against the corporations, which here in America para- 
lyzes our rapid industrial progress and threatens to de- 
stroy our prosperity by interfering with the industries’ 
most effective tool, the corporation, has never appeared 
in Germany, but consolidation has proceeded unchecked. 

The result was obvious: An enormous increase of ef- 
ficiency in every direction, in industry, science, commerce 
and administration. Germany became the leading indus- 
trial nation of the world, forcing England into second 
rank, and making it difficult even for our country, in 
spite of our vast natural resources, to hold its own. 


European War Marks Historical Epoch. 
HEREFORE in her foreign investments Germany, 
not depending on the returns, could offer terms 
which England, depending on the return of her 
capital for support, could not meet, and Ger- 
many’s rising financial power thus not merely threatened

This is the real danger which the European war 
threatens to us—not a foreign invasion—but an indus- 
trial war and the destruction of a continent, our own 
America, by the high economic efficiency of the co-oper- 
ative industrial organizations of the nations tried in the 
fire of the European war. That is, unless we awake in 
time and prepare—not battleships and armies, however 
usefu] they may be in their limited sphere—but friendly 
relations based on the recognition by their interests be- 
tween all really progressive elements of society, finding 
their expression in legislation that will advance instead 
of retard industrial co-operation. :

YANKFE PEANUT. 
This is a light fluffy porous peanut 
candy and is made as follows: 


2 lbs sugar, 
1 lb. glucose, 
1 lb. water. 

Place upon the fire and when it boils 
wash down the side of the pan. When it 
bas reached the “soft ball” stage add a 
pound of shelled peanuts. Stir this con- 
stantiy until it has reached the “hard 
crack” stage or a few minutes after the 
peanuts begin to pop; then it is taken off 
the fire. Stir into this first two table- 
spoonfuls vanilla and two teaspoonfuls of 
baking soda. When the soda is added it 
should be stirred very briskly for about 
10 seconds, then poured out quickly into 
the pan to cool. In a few minutes it will 
‘be hard enough to break up and serve. 


HARD BUTTER SCOTCH. 
2 lbs. sugar, 
1 Ib. glucose, 

% lbs. water. 


Piace upon the fire and boil, wash down 
after it boils, but don’t stir after it begins 
to boil. Cook this to “hard crack,” then 
add one-quarter pound butter, two table- 
spoonfuls of vanilla &nd one-half ounce 
salt. Stir this in thoroughly and when the 
butter is thoroughly mixed in and it be- 
gins to boil again take off the fire an 
pour in pan to cool, 


FONDANT FOR CHOCOLATE. 

First, the pan must be clean and free 
from grease and should be wet in the 
pottom. Take three pounds sugar, one- 
half pound glucose and one pound water. 
Place upon the fire and after it boils be 
very careful to wash down the sides. Boil 
this to the “medium hard ball” stage. It 
shculd be poured quickly into the pan 
and the pan that it is cooked in should 
not be scraped out, as this will grain the 
entire batch. After the candy is poured 
water should be sprinkled lightly all over 
it and when itis cooled down to about 
blood heat it should be agitated or worked 
with a small paddle back and forward 
continually. When the start is made to 
agitate this batch the whites of two eggs 
beaten very stiff should be added and 
worked in, together with vanilla, straw- 
berry or whatever flavoring is desired. 

Do not despair when you begin to work 
the eggs into the mass. It will look like 
ruin sure, but after working a few min- 
utes the eggs will be absorbed by the 
candy. Continue to work vigorously back 
and forward until] it reacts and becomes 
rigid. Cover with a damp cloth for an 
hour. It will then be mellow enough to 
roll into any size and shape desired and 
after it has been left for an hour {t can be 
coated in chocolate in the following man- 
ner: Place the sweet chocolate in @ dou- 
ble boiler and when the water is brought.

Cover with a wet 
cloth for about 30 minutes and then place 
in a double boiler and melt until it gets 
hot enough that you can bear your finger 
in it. Then add one-half pound of cocoa- 
nut, mixed in thoroughly.

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Thrilling tales of two survivors, 
both ship captains, who saw 
their men succumb to wind, 
water and cold, yet managed 
through dogged determina- 
tion to keep an eyelash hold 
on life until help came—How 
an old superstition kept six 
seamen safe ashore :: :: :: 


HERE are those who say that the seaman, 
and particularly the mariner of America’s. 
great inland waters, is not more supersti- 
tious than the landsman of the same’ cul- 
tural attainments. It may bé so, but liv- 
ing in the city of Buffalo today are six sail- 
ors who will never, so long as they live, 

cease being thankful for their superstitious belief that 
Friday, when it falls on a thirteenth of the month, is a 
day of great fil-omen, and a bad one on which to begin 
a voyage 

The six had engaged themselves to sail on the whale. 
back vessel, James B. Colgate, from Buffalo to Fort Wil- 
liam, Canada. Almost at ‘the moment of departure one 
of them reminded his mates that it was Friday, Oct. 13. 
They determined not to go, and all the cursing and ca- 
joling of the ship’s officers could not induce them to 
change their minds. They took their dunnage ashore 
and the Colgate, with its captain and a crew of 21, 
steamed away without then. 

Of the 22 on board, only: one, the captain, ever saw 
land again. A mighty hurricane swept Late Erie that 
night and the Colgate was one-of several ships it de- 
stroyed. The lone survivor, Capt. Walter Grashaw, was 
picked up more dead than alive Sunday morning by a 
passing ferry, having lived almost miraculously through 
hardships which had overwhelmed many a stronger and 
tougher man. 

The landsman, whose knowledge of things marine has 
come mostly from the novels of Fenimore Cooper and 
W. Clark Kussell rarely thinks of the Great Lakes as 
seas whereon may be found the perils of the great oceans. 
That is because he does not realize that they are some-. 
times lashed by gales of terrific violence, whicb throw 
up choppy waves with extraordinary rapidity and the 
strongest vesseis are often at the mercy of wind and 
water. Only three years ago one of these storms wrecked 
17 big lake vessels, at a cost of many lives and millions 
of dollars. The tempest of Oct. 13, 1916, was almost 
equal to that storm in fury and that there were fewer 
wrecks is probably due to the fact that 
fewer ships were exposed to it.

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Facing Death in a Lake Storm 


toward night, I realized the sea was going down. The 
wind lost its snap and | had a few minutes of hope. 
Then it began to grow darker. I can’t tell you of the 
dread and fear of seeing night again. But come did 
and through the longest 12 hours I ever put in, I tossed 
about in the middle of Lake Erie on that raft. 


“The sight of that old car ferry late this morning was 
the best thing I ever did sce. I'd seen the boat in Con- 
neaut harbor and we crossed her on her course a number 
of-times. She was quite a distance away, but I had not 
the least doubt but that they would sight me and come 
and get me. Gee, it was good to get aboard that og! 
craft.” s 


No less thrilling is the story of Capt. John Mattison 
of the schooner D. L. Filer, which also was wrecked in 
the gale. He was hanging in the rigging of his ship 
when it was sighted by the steamer Western States Sat- 
urday. and he was taken off. 

“I have come out of a night of horror!” he exclaimed 
when asked, a few hours later, to tell what had befallen 
him. “I ean't really describe it, so you'll realize ow 
terrible it was. It'd take a better man than I to do that. 
Call it hell. That partly tells it. I’ve read sea stories 
of suffering and hardship. I never believed half of what 
they said, but I do now. 


“We had dropped both anchors, but when the heavy seas 
came Friday the Filer started to drag. She was tossed 
about and pulled. Her decks were awash. We did every- 
thing possible to save her, but the storm increased and 
the anchors became useless. ‘We were in 18 feet of 
water. Then she began to pound and early Friday night 
I knew we were gone: 

“When she went down the masts and rigging, forward 
and aft, stack out of the water. So we were all right for 
a while. But it was pitch dark. We didn't have a light, 


water. I heard 
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through me. I wanted to try to save them. But what 
could Ido? I knew they were gone. 

“But in some way—it seemed like a miracle of the sea 
to me—one of the boys, Oscar Johanson, managed to figh: 
his way througao the waves and wreckage to the mast |! 
was on. I climbed down and gave him a hand, and he 
climbed up to safety—for a time. 

“I kept moving, swinging my arms and legs and 
then my afms as best I could while hanging onto the 
ropes around the mast. Oscar and I shouted back and 
forth during the night. It seemed daylight would never 
come. 

“Finally it did and our hopes rose. Both of us were 
drenched, half-frczen, numb and weak from exposure. 
So we waited until at last we saw the Western States. 
I waved my arms and | prayed with thanks when I saw 
her coming towards us. 

“I know Oscar saw the Western States coming, too. 
But suddenly he looked up at me and said: “I’m going! 
I yelled back to bim: ‘Cheer up! Cheer up! You're 
not dead yet. Hang on just a few minutes more. See 
that boat coming for us.’

NLY an artist whose enthusiasm is backed by technical 
O skill founded on long experience could record photo- 
graphically the “fugitive charm of rhythmic motion, 
significant gesture and briliiant color” which the modern dance 
cult has brotglit once more into our lives.
